Tito Urges 


BRDO, Yugoslavia, July 8—AP. 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia said 
today he believes Russia is 
changing its basic policy and 
urged the West to seize the op- 
portunity to reach a ‘“‘realistic’’ 
international settlement. 


He attributed the Russian ac- 
tion to weaknesses and past mis- 
takes which forced the Kremlin 
leaders to review their policies. 
He said the attitude of the West 
will determine in part whether 
the present attitude continues and 
proposed immediate steps to set- 
tle the German and Austrian 
questions. 

Tito said the West should not 
demand too much of Russia or 
expect the Kremlin to give up all 
its basic aims. He said this might 
lead Russia to reverse itself and 
adopt the role of ‘‘the champion 
of oppressed nations.”’ 

In an exclusive 70-minute in- 
terview at his summer chateau 
in the mountains, the Yugoslav 
leader discussed with great frank- 
ness his country’s relationships 
with the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 

He said it was the remarkable 
policy shift in Hungary which 
finally’ convinced him that the 
Soviet bloc is in the throes of a 
real change. But he said the 
West must continue cautious. 

“I do not believe the Soviet 
Union will ever renounce its 
basic aims,’’ Tito said.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (#lIn a 
smashing triumph for the Eisen- 
hower administration, the House 
Ways and Means Committee today 
approved the President’s plan to 
extend the excess profits tax for 
six months. 

House GOP leaders promptly 
scheduled the bill for floor action 
Friday. They predicted it will roll 
easily down the rest of the legisla- 
tive trail. 

Administration forces won a 16 
to 9 vote to report the bill favorably 
to the full House after the measure 
—fiereely opposed by Chairman 
Daniel A. Reed (R-NY)—had been 
bottled ~p» in the tax-writing ways 
and means committee for weeks. 

To cap the victory, the commit- 
tee voted down 14 to 11, an admin- 
istration-o pposed plan_ which 
would have provided a cut in per- 
sonal income taxes on Oct, 1. 

In a statement, Reed declared: 

‘Seldom before in our legislative 
history has so much pressure been 
applied by the White House to deny 
the people of thi: nation a much 
deserved tax reduction.”’ 

The 78-year-old committee chair- 
man said that all Republicans, in- 
cluding the President, promised 
tax cuts—not increases.

WASHINGTON, July 8—President Eisenhower said 
today that he favored releasing more information on 
atomic weapons, both American and Russian, in the con- 
viction that such enlightenment of the American people 
would make for sound decisions. 


Discussing the question in his 
news conference, Mr. Eisenhower 
pointed out that the Atomic En- 
ergy Act strictly limits the kind 
of atomic information that can 
be given out. Now that law is 
outmoded, the President added, 
explaining that it was written 
in the hope, and possibly the ex- 
pectation, that this country could 
retain the secret of how to manu- 
facture the atomic bomb. 


Two other countries, Soviet 
Russia and Great Britain, have 
also produced atomic bombs. 


CALLS FOR FRANKNESS 


Now that it was known that 
the bomb was being made else- 
where, too, said the President, 
it would seem that parts of the 
law at least are outmoded, and 
the time had come to be far more 
frank with the American people 
than the government had been 
in the past. , 

Representative Cole (Rep., N. 
Y.), chairman of the joint con- 
gressional committee on atomic 
energy, said later that the Atomic 
Energy Commission can release 
fuller atomic information without 
a change in the law.

WORKERS PROTESTING

Urchins, Jellyfish Feared More 
Than Rays, Barracudas, Eels

CHAPTER V 


A favorite haunt for a 
strange breed of ‘‘sea monster’”’ 
was’ an encampment 130 feet 
down in La Seche du Sarranier, 
in the Cote d’Azur. My com- 
panions and I explored it in 
many aqualung dives. 

The soil at sea bottom 
seemed sandy until we drew 
near and saw it was a field of 
queer round pebbles, tinted in 
delicate shades of rose and 
mauve. A few stone cairns 
were inhabited by king crabs and 


rockfish, but the place was 
owned by rays. A host of sting 
rays, eagle rays and skates 
rested flat on the pebbles. 

As we swam to them, they 
raised alertly on their wingtips, 
ready to flee. When we closed 
in, they rose in pairs and fled. 
We often say them swimming 
in couples, but we have not 
been able to capture a natural 
pair to see if they were sexual 
mates. Once I came upon two 
medium-sized sting rays asleep 
on the bottom. One awoke and 
started to fly. It hesitated, re- 
turned to the other and awak- 
ened it by flapping its wings. 
They sailed away together. 

When we glided motionless 
into the ray kingdom, they re- 
mained, rolling their big round 
eyes and closely watching us. 


The thicker bodies were preg- 
nant females, which retain 
their young for a long time, as 
if to launch them as capable as 
possible in the struggle for life. 

Spearing rays has no further 
interest for us. The killing is 
simple and unworthy. In the 
early days we sometimes har- 
pooned rays. One that we land- 
ed surprised us by giving birth 
on the sand. Tailliez picked up 
one of the eight-inch calves to 
return it to the water. The new- 
born infant gave him a man- 
sized sting. 

Fishermen are sometimes 
hurt by rays as they are raised 
into a boat. So they sever the 
tail when the animal is hauled 
in. The wounds are often in-

Looms in Korea 


Acceptance by the Communists of 
Gen. Mark Clark’s request that final 
details of a Korean armistice be worked 
out despite Syngman Rhee’s stubborn 
stand could mean one of two things. 

It could indicate that the Commu- 
nists, both Peiping and Moscow, are sin- 
cere in their desire for a truce. Most ex- 
perts read the signs that way. They 
figure, after considering all known 
factors, that neither China nor Russia 
has anything to gain by continuing 
the war and that most assuredly Mos- 
cow, with her present troubles, does 
not care to run a risk of an even big- 
ger war. 

On the other hand, the Reds now 


have some trump cards to play. Re- 


lease of Communist prisoners by the 
Rhee government gives them an excuse, 
if they so desire, to make propaganda 
capital out of UN embarrassment and 
to continue the present stalemate. 
Whether they are willing to go ahead 
in the face of what has happened will 
be the test of the extent of their de- 
sire for a truce. They will, no doubt, 
now press their every advantage with 
the intention of forestalling perma- 
nently any unification of Korea. 

As for negotiations with Rhee, he 
has imposed humiliating conditions 
upon the United States and the UN as 
his price for agreeing to the truce. He, 
too, may have been playing his cards 
so as to secure the maximum guaran- 
tees and advantages before agreement. 

The situation is fraught with grave 
consequences to the whole cause of 
world peace. If both sides still desire 
a truce, it is inconceivable that Rhee 
could destroy the opportunity. | 

We cannot, of course, accept condi- 
tions from Rhee or the Reds that would 
be more costly than a continuation of 
the war. The direction we take now 
will be the greatest test of statesman- 
ship since the decision to intervene in 
Korea was made in 1950. 


Atlanta Forms Hub 
For Aerial Traffic 


The growing importance of Atlanta 
as a center of aerial traffic and Geor- 
gia’s importance to the aviation indus- 
try are outlined in recent figures com- 
piled by the University of Georgia's 
Bureau of Business Research. 

Atlanta led all cities of the South- 
east in landings and takeoffs in 1951, 
transporting a total of 561,360 passen- 
gers, 2,904,100 tons of mail, and 4,733,- 
500 tons of cargo. It can thus be seen 
that air passenger and freight business 
has become one of the city’s most im- 
portant assets. 

As important as is Atlanta as a hub 
for aerial traffic, the rest of the state 
has made progress, too. There are 99 
civil airports in the state, 16 personal- 
use ports, 10 military fields and a sea- 
plane base in Georgia. 

Excluding the activities of the minor 
airfields, five certified air lines had 69,- 
618 aircraft departures from 13 air- 
fields. They carried 674,754 passen- 
gers, 3,224 tons of air mail and 4,049 
tons of cargo. The 13 fields serve At- 
lanta, Albany, Athens, Augusta, Bruns- 
wick, Columbus, LaGrange, Macon, 
Moultrie, Rome, Savannah, Valdosta 
and Waycross. 


As it has served as th® great focal 


point for rail transportation, so is At- 
lanta fast becoming the aerial capital of 
the entire South, with Georgia in the 
van among states taking to the air.

More and more American educators 
are stressing the importance of adult 
‘education. Not only do the rapidly 
changing factors of our complex eco- 
nomic structure make it necessary from 
the standpoint of practical existence, 
but the complex social adjustments that 
accompany these changes require a con- 
tinuous process of education for living. 
+ Community education that helps 
ddults to fulfill their responsibilities as 
qitizens in an interdependent industrial 
and agricultural society is necessary if 
the American system is to continue to 
drow in service to all the people. 
* In that connection we are pleased to 
mote the continued expansion of the 
University of Georgia’s program of 
bringing education to the people—to all 


groups and professions, men and wom-* 


en. We note with interest the growth of 
the extension program, the off-campus 
centers, and the scores of,short courses, 
institutes and seminars. throughout the 
year. 

Many of these activities are carried 
on,. whenever facilities and space can 
be found for them, on the university 


campus proper. Many are in co-oper- 
ation with civic groups concerned with 
special problems. They range from 
courses for accountants and tax experts 
to those for teachers, farmers, execu- 
tives, laborers and housewives. 

Last year through these short 
courses and conferences, the university’s 
program provided instruction in prac- 
tical problems of everyday living for 
10,879 citizens. Through the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service and the experi- 
ment stations, thousands of others were 
reached. 

In every community the results of 
this work can be seen. Not only is it 
benefiting those denied a college educa- 
tion, but it is keeping new methods 
and new techniques before those with 
college degrees. We do not know of any 
single activity that is doing more to 
help the people of Georgia to meet their 
problems and to take advantage of the 
opportunities before them than this 
continuous program of adult education. 

Funds for the program are meager. 
It needs to be expanded. In these chal- 
lenging times we must build superior 
physical, spiritual and moral stamina 
throughout the whole of our society if 
we are to defeat the insiduous menace 
of slavery with which we are threat- 
ened. The university is performing one 
of its finest services in this connection.

WASHINGTON—The Republicans on the 
House ways and means committee and 
the Democrats who helped them report out 
a bill to extend the excess-profits-tax law 
may have unwittingly voted to make the 
next depression the worst in Ameérican his- 


tory.

Under a. statutory 
change now in effect, 
every corporation which 
used to pay its taxes 
for the preceding calen- 
der year on a quarter- 
ly basis in the follow- 
‘ing year will find itself 

campatiod to pay 45 per cent of its taxes 
for 1953 by March 15 and 90 per cent by 
June 30, 1954. 

This is very important to American 
business because, if a recession comes, it 
will not be possible to abate the payment 
of taxes during 1954 and take a credit. The 
tax money will have to be paid out and re- 
funds will not be effective until the begin- 
ning of the calendar year 1955. The mean 
ing of this in terms of working capital for 
businesses hit by a recession is clear to 
those who know how successfully the re- 
fund system worked at the close of World 
War Il. At that time, it was possible to 
cease paying quarterly taxes and use the 
reserve funds that had been put away for 


tax payments to the Federal Government 


as a cushion or capital fund to stay in busi- 
ness during a difficult transition period. 

Many businesses have figured on the ac- 
cumulation of a reserve fund for a post-Ko- 
rean depression out of the savings made on 
the abatement of a half year of excess- 
profits taxes. 

It is misleading for the Treasury and 
for Rep. Jere Cooper (Dem., Tenn.), rank- 
ing minority member of the ways and 
means committee, to argue that, because 
out of the 424,000 corporations only 50,000 
paid an excess-profits tax, the tax isn’t 
painful. Actually, the statistics that should 
have been disclosed are those that show 
the total amount of business or volume of 
sales done by those 50,000 corporations and 
the number of persons employed. Every- 
body who knows anything about corpora- 
tion statistics is aware that, of the 424,000 
corporations, the largest number employ 
less than 20 persons. 

The real problem of unemployment and 
the disastrous chain reaction that can start 
in and affect all other businesses is to be 
found in those 50,000 corporations that are 
paying excess-profits taxes. Many of them 
are the competitors of the truly big busi- 
nesses. What the Treasury should also have 
disclosed is the total number of big cor- 
porations that either pay no excess-profits 
taxes or a negligible amount.

GOP May Lose 
Congress in °54 


WASHINGTON—Eisenhower Republicans 
of practical political experience are begin- 
ning to take a careful look at the party 
situation on the basis of what happened in 
the last election and what has happened in 
the first session of Congress now nearing 

wwe, its end—all with a view 
-e@ to the relation of those 
= to the problem the 
party faces in its first 
election since its return 

to power. 

That election, of 
course, occurs a year 
from next November. 

Going back to the 
last election, there is 
the indisputable fact 

— that it was an Eisen- 
hower vise rather than a Republican 
Party victory. The President ran ahead of 
members of Congress. In fact, the party 
barely squeaked through to win control of 
Congress, which was almost unprecedented 
when you consider the scope of the Eisen- 
hower landslide. 

Looking forward to the next election, 
party strategists come up against the hard 
fact that it will be members of Congress— 
the branch that did not do too well last 
November—who will be running and carry- 
ing the future fortune of the party, and run- 
ning on their own, without the President 
running at the head of the ticket. Every 
member of the House and a third of the 
Senate will be up for election. 

To retain control of Congress, the Re- 
publican Party will, in effect, have to re- 
verse a trend that is so customary that it 
is nearly a rule in American politics by 
now. 

Only once in this century has the party 
in power gained in an Off-year election. 
That was in 1934, two years after the first 
Franklin D. Roosevelt landslide, when Dem- 
ocrats added a few to their already heavy 
majorities. 

Because of the times and the nature of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's first election vic- 
tory and, subsequently, the dynamic leader- 
ship he assumed in a crisis, he remade the 
Democratic Party into a new party, at least 
as the public outside saw it, and it became 
the Roosevelt Party. That identification 
with him may account for the continuous 
onward roll of the tide toward the Demo- 
crats in the 1934 off-year elections which, 
it may be recalled, reached its zenith in 
1936 when Mr. Roosevelt carried al] but 
two states, Maine and Vermont. 

This suggests that the answer for the 
Republicans, not only for next year’s elec- 
tions, but for any protracted tenure of 
power, is creation of an Eisenhower Party, 
with his identity so impressed upon the 
party that it, too, becomes a new party. 

That has not happened thus far. The 
Republican Party, as the public has come 
to know it, has been dominant in Congress. 
‘Eisenhower Republicags”’ are a minority, 
both in numbers and influence.

REA Refunds Not ‘Stock Dividends, 
Says Colquitt County Co-Op Manager 


Moultrie—It seems as if the source from 
which W. C. White obtained his informa- 
tion with reference to Colquitt County 
REA’s patronage refund to consumers gave 
only certain facts that seemed to confuse 
the issue for which this refund was made. 


We are not a profit-making concern 
where our first interest would be in paying 
dividends to a few stockholders as the case 
may be with the utilities. However, if we 
make any net profit above operating ex- 
pense after providing a reasonable margin 
to protect our system in case of disaster, 
we feel we owe it to our membership to 


refund this margin since we are a co- 


operative. 

The initial $5 membershin fee is equity 
the members have in the system. We made 
the same percentage refund to consumers 
last year as this year. In the event our 
margin had not been sufficient to make re- 
funds, we feel we are serving the rural sec- 
tion with electricity at a reasonable rate. 


Studying the REA since its inception in 


1935, you will find that long-term loans and 


low interest rates were first offered to the 
power companies to serve farm people with 
electricity. Power company officials all 
over the country predicted the farmer 
would not use electricity and would not pay 
his bills if electric lines were built. This 
is. why co-operatives were necessary. 

Rural electric co-ops pay a great deal 
more taxes than indicated in Mr. White's 
letter. Sales tax is paid on every item 
purchased that is used on our system. Ex- 
cise tax and a number of other taxes are 
also paid. It is true we do not pay cor- 
poration tax on profits since our margins 
are refunded to consumers. 


If interested, wé would be glad to send 
Mr. White a copy of the book, ‘‘The Farmer 
Takes a Hand,’’ by Marquis Childs. It 
shows the complete picture of REA since 
the beginning and why it was necessary to 
receive benefit of electric power at a rea- 
sonable rate. 

Let us state again that the refund we 
made to our consumers during the past two 
years should not be considered as a divi- 
dend by the power companies to their stock- 
holders. It is the net receipts that we had 
over and above operating expense which we 
feel should be refunded to members.

fected. There is a poison gland 
in the tail, and the thick coat 
of mucus on the serrated sting- 
er may plant infection in a 


wound, 

Rays are no danger to @ 
diver. The ray will never al- 
tack a man. The celebrated 
stinger is not an offensive 
weapon—it is a reactor when it 
is molested. The stinger is lo- 
cated at the base of the tail, 
extending for only a sixth of its 
length. 

My companion, Didi Dumas, 
swims up behind a ray and 
grabs the end of the tail, an in- 
surance against an accidental 
sting. The ray struggles to re- 
lease its tail from his grasp, 
but it cannot manipulate the 
stinger while Dumas holds the 
tip. Bathers who step on a ray

A diver is too busy avoiding 
a certain, truly dangerous un- 
dersea animal to fret over bar- 
racudas. The real-life peril of 
the deep is the commonplace 
urchin, a burrowing, thistle-like 
echinoderm with sharp, brittle 
spines. 

It is no way aggressive. It 
it merely omnipresent. When 
one bumps into an urchin there 
is villian enough. Its spines 


penetrate the flesh and break 
off. They, are difficult to re 
move and may become infected. 
We keep a sharper eye out for 
sea urchins than for barrae 
cudas. 

A larger nuisance is the sting- 
ing jelly fish, whose vericolored 
crystal cups hand in the water 
like small naval mines. They 
are pleasingly patterned in 
dark blue, brown and yellow. 
Many varieties of them can 
deal a shocking sting. 

Two important enemies of 
undersea man are fire coral 
and sea poison ivy which inflict 
burns that may last for days. 

Such are some of the “‘mon- 
sters’’ we have met. If none 
have eaten us, it is perhaps they 
have never read the instruc- 
tions so generously provided in 
books of marine demonology.

CHICAGO, July 8 M~— Five 
jockeys and a jockey’s agent 
were ruled off the track for life 
Wednesday by the Illinois Racing 
Board for allegedly participating 
in race fixes at Fairmount Park 
last month. 

The board also revoked the 
licenses of and indefinitely sus- 
pended three other jockeys. 

The jockeys ruled off for life 
were Bob Bennett, 19, Chicago; 
Richard Ury, 18, Palatine, I1.; 
Johnny Phillips, East St. Louis, 
Ill.; Dave Bates, 21, Collinsville, 
IU., and Hector Sanabria, 24, Cai- 
mito, Cuba. The agent is Joe Le 
Blanc. 

The jockeys suspended indefi- 
nitely were Wally Humes, 29, 
Pacific, Mo.; Leo Jones, 21, 
New Orleans, and Leon Grand- 
sart, 20, Chicago. 

All the jockeys and the agent 
reportedly conspired in varying 
degrees to fix six races between 
June 12 and June 26 at Fair- 
mount, located at Collinsville, 
near St. Louis. 

The board ruling did not men- 
tion a Breese, Ill., tavern opera- 
tor implicated in statements. by 
several of the jockeys.

Comes Home to Roost

For centuries poets have tried to explain why men like 


pigeons. 

But here in Atlanta Cecil 
Bradley, a member of the At- 
lanta Racing . Pigeon Club, 
simply States his affection for 
his feathered friends by say- 
ing: 

“I just love them and I know 
that they will always come 
back home to me.”’ 

And ‘‘home’’ in this case is 
what is conceded to be the 
finest pigeon loft in the south. 
It’s Hawk Valley Loft at the 
rear of Mr. and Mrs. Bradley’s 
home at 167 Princeton Way.

It indicates. he said, that com- 
munism has tried ‘‘with some de- 
gree of success” in the United 
States and other countries to worm 
into the clergy and foster its ‘‘en- 
tire anti-religious program.’’ 

Scherer said the committee has 
no intention of attacking religion 
or the clergy in general, but simply 
to help ‘‘the American people un- 
derstand what is going on.”’ 

It was the second day of hearings 
in New York at which attention 
has centered on subject of commu- 
nism and religious leaders.

Eyestrain Causes 
Are Discussed 


Eyestrain is not a mythical 
condition. It represents fatigue 
of the eye muscles but does not 
produce permanent damage 
any more than the strain of 
walking many miles a day has 
a permanent effect upon the 
muscles of the legs even though 
they become tired. 

By thinking of eyestrain in 
this way it is easier to appre- 
ciate the cause of discomfort in 


and around the eyes after pro-— 


longed reading or concentrating 
on printed material. This is 
particularly true after sitting 
in a poorly lighted room or 
when physically exhausted. 

There is no reason to be con- 
cerned because this type of 
strain is as amenable to rest 
and relaxation as are other 
forms of fatigue. 

Confusion of the lines of print 
develop as well as dizziness and 
twitching of the muscles of the 
head and face.

create strain when overdone 


but will not have a permanent | 


effect. 

A typical example is the 
young bookworm who reads and 
reads and finally is taken to a 
physician because his parents 
suspect a visual defect. When 
the eye specialist discovers ex- 
treme nearsightedness, the par- 
ents are likely to nod and ex- 
claim, ‘‘The strain of reading 
all those books ruined his 
eyes!” 

They do not realize that the 
youngster was nearsighted 
from the beginning and took to 
reading books because here 
was something that could be 
seen. 

The problem is easy to solve 
by correcting the visual defects 


with glasses. In the middle 
aged and in oldsters this is 
done with bifocals or two pairs 
of glasses, one for near and 
one for far vision. 

The nearsighted person rarely 
suffers from strain because his 
eyes are made for near vision: 
consequently, as in the lad 
mentioned previously, the my- 
opie can read for hours without 
difficulty.
